NOVELTY (N): Claims 1, 5, 6, 9, 10 

(a) US 2982655: Claims 1, 5, 6, 9, 10 

From description and drawings, drainage column is the entire unit shown in figure 1; means for detritusing is 
17/20 as per column 2, lines 52-57; transporting means is 30, 31 as per column 2, lines 25-29, 56/57. 

Hence the citation discloses all the features of the claims listed.

Claims 1, 5, 6, 9, 10: as above 

(b) US 6079323: shredder as in figure 4 

(c) WO 1994/024850: tower 1 

(d) US 4237781: tower 10 

Claims 1-10 each lack an inventive step when US 6079323 is combined with either WQ .1994/024850 or US 
4237781, such combination being obvious to the person skilled in the art (PSA). 



In addition, Qaims 2-4, 7, 8, each lack an inventive step with respect to US 2982655. The invention defined in 
each claim is merely a variation of the invention disclosed in the citation and the PSA would arrive at the 
claimed invention by general experimentation alone without exercising any ingenuity.
